ENDS DEAL WITH MORGAN 


Officials Have Till May to Arrange 
New Refunding Plan—vVictory

BOSTON, ‘Mass., Jan, 9.—The Mas- 
sachudetts Supreme Court to-day de- 
cided when the Public Service Commis- 
sion promulgated an order giving. its 


“consent to the issue by the New York, 


‘New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany of $67,700,000 of convertible de- 
betiture bonds it went beyond its au- 
thority. The court therefore annulled 
the order. 

The opinion of the court, which was 
unanimous, was written by Chief Jus- 
tice Rugg. It-said in part: 

The approval by the commission of 
@n issue of stock must, relate to the 
present and. not to a remote future. 
This is required by the legislative in- 
tent disclosed by the review. of. the 
. statutes. 

‘fhe amount of stock -which the com- 
mission intelligently can approve to be 
fissued.is inseparable from the price at 
which -it ‘isto be issued. The price 
at which the public interest may re- 
quire that it may” be issued during a 
period of ten years, beginning five 
years hence, is impossible of ascer- 
tainment: now. But the approyal of 
convertible debentures with the right 
to take stock at par in payment dur- 
ing that period involves fixing a price ~ 
of the stock during the like period. 
An. order entered now that stock be 
fssued at par during that period of 


- time can afford no security that the 


corporation will get an adequate re- 
- turn for its stock, or that rates and 
charges fixed upon such a capitaliza- 
tion will be fair, or that the rights of 
other stockholders will; be guarded

BERLIN, Jan. 9.—To remove the 
suspicion that the:Crown Prince was 
relieved: of his Colonelcy of the Dan- 
zig regiment and assigned to subordi- 
nate service on the staff in Berlin as a 
rebuke for interfering in the Zabern 
affair, the Tagliche Rundschau_pub- 
lishes the text of his-remarkable fare- 
well to the regiment and of the tele- 
gram from the Kaiser on the occasion 
of his heir’s départurte from Danzig. 
The Rundschau, which ‘is the organ of 
the’ military ‘party, with which the 
Crown Prince has politically affiliated 
himself, intimates that the. real reason 
for the.change was ‘the strainea rela- 
tions of the:-Crown Prince with his im- 
mediate superiors, Gen. von Macken- 
en, the commander of the Sevyen- 
teenth Army Corps, and Gen. Count 
von ~Schmettow, commander of the 
Life Guard Hussar Brigade. 

These », distinguished officers, the 
Rundschauw. states, “felt -uncomforta- 
ble” because. it: was: not: easy to act 
as military advisers of the ‘Crown 
Prince in the. sense. in «which the 
Kaiser desired them to do. It: is an | 
open secret that the Crown Prince’s 
relations with Gens, von Mackensén 
and von Schmettow had become ‘of 
the most formal official” charactér. 
Gene-von Mackensén. went to Berlin: 
to confer with the. Kaiser a fortnight 
before the Crown Prince’s transfer, 
and it was probably decided upon on 
that occasion, 

The specific cause is not stated, But 
the Crown Prince is quoted as having 
said to his. brother officers that ‘the 
transfer had been brought about. by 
persons in the entourage of the.

WASHINGTON, Jan.. 9.—Negotiations 
between Attorney General.

’| Attorney General McReynolds has 
been in negotiation with representatives 
ot the combination with a view to vol- 
untary. dissolution. These negotiations 
were begun before the agreement be- 
tween .the Attorney General ahd the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany Yor the dissolution of. that averger. 

While at no time’has it been admitted, 
that the.sugar company had definitely

VILLA PREPARES TO ATTACK 


Anxious About Brother, Captured 
by ‘Federals, He Is Moving All 
His Forces on Ojinaga.

LONDON, Saturday, Jan: 10.—The 
London Times correspondent in Mex- 
ico City cables that the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs has twice sent for 
him respecting the false reports.re- 
cently published in foreign papers, and 
that to-day: President Huerta, through 
Sefior Moheno, requested him in writ- 
ing to telegraph the following. denials: 

“It is absolutely false that Presi- 
dent Huerta ever offered to resign 
the Presidency, as he had long since 
determined to sacrifice his own ex- 
istence tothe service .of his country. 

“It is equally false that President 
Huerta intends to influence the next 
elections, which will take place when 
ordered by Congress, at a date which 
will depend upon the condition of the 
country. 

“It is absolutely false that Presi- 
dent Huerta ever arranged to meet 
John Lind and then failed to appear. 
No appointment was ever made. The 
report that. -a-meeting was to take 
place on ‘neutral ground’ is incom- 
prehensible and mystifying, as all the 
territory within. the - boundaries of 
Mexico is subject to the jurisdiction 
of the national authorities. 

“It is equally false that any For- 
eign Minister or Mr. Lind, who is re- 
garded as possessing that’ quality, ever 
asked President Huerta to resign. The 
Mexican Government would ‘never 
have tolerated such interference from 
a foreign representative in matters 
solely concerning us Mexicans, 

“The resignation of Garza. Aldape 
as Minister of Finance was requested 
by. Sefior Moheno, by order of the 
President, at the moment when Adalpe 
least expected it; consequently, it had 
no connection with the opening of 
Congress. 

“ Aldape will not take the place of 
de la Barra as Minister to France, as 
the lJatter’s work in his present posi- 
tion is most satisfactory and. patriotic; 
thérefore the Government does not 
contemplate his removal. . 

“President Huerta states that he 
has never even considered the possi- 
bility of a blockade by the United 
while the newspapers 
report that.he stated that such block- 
ade was impossible. 

“ President Huerta has never taken 
up his residence in the Palace of Cha- 
pultepec or surrounded himself there 
with Federal troops while awaiting 
an attack from Gen. Blanquet, the 
Minister of War. On the cortrary, the 
palace ‘was only opened on the occa- 
| sion’ of’ his official reception.”

DISLIKES NEW MONROEISM. 


London Post Protests Against Any 
Selfish Application. 
Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMBs. 

LONDON, Saturday, Jan. 10.—The 
Morning Post in an editorial. vigor- 
ously protests against what it calls: 
the latest American interpretation of 
the Monroe Doctrine, and asks if 
Central America is to be regarded 
henceforth as the commercial ‘sphere 
of influence of the United States and 
to. be closed against the commercial 
enterprise of the rest of the. world. 
It says: 

“ ‘When the Monroe Doctrine can be 
twisted and amplified so as to make 
it a weapon to block the path of the 
European captain of nidustry and an 
engine to remove all obstacles in the 
way of his American rival, then we 
think the time has come to protest. 

“We should feel more inclined to 
accept the American view of ‘the 
Americas for Americans’ if the United 
States imposed the samé self-denying 
ordinance upon its own nationals that 
it does upon’ the subjects of other 
countries. If, for instance, it was the 
policy of.renunciation.for. the United 
States to accept the doctrine of Co- 
lombia for. the, Colombians, and. leaya 
itao them to build their own ports on 
the theory that by developing their 
owh resources they developed their 
own self-reliance and enterprise, while 
we could not adopt this narrow view, 
we should at any rate credit the Unit- 
ed States with consistency and a pur- 
pose to adhere to its lofty but mista- 
ken idealism.”

QUIET IN MEXICO. 

The report that the United States 
Government is deliberately increasing 
its’ forces off the eastern coast of 
Mexico in apprehension of an early 
need for landing parties is founded. on 
conjecture, of course. But it is natu- 
ral that the distribution among our 
warships at Vera.Cruz and Tampico 
of the 420 marines to be removed from 
the Canal Zone should be taken to 
mean more than the Navy Department 
is willing to admit. They might as 
well be sent at once to camp-on Cule- 
bra Island or at Guantanamo, where, 
we fancy, even marines would be more 
comfortable than in close quarters on 
shipboard... But perhaps it is thought 
desirable that they should get their 
sea legs on, after long shore service. 
It is just as well to avoid conjectures 
touching the situation in Mexico, but 
there is very little else to relieve thé 
intense and excusable national curi- 
osity on the subject. 

Perhaps there never was an inter- 
national situation of so great poten- 
tialities with so few . developments 
from day to day. Where the war is 
actually going on cities are taken one 
day, evacuated the next, and reoccu- 
pied by the supposedly vanquished the 
day after. Last week ViLLa’s guer- 
rillas were about to exterminate the 
Federals in the north. To-day VitLa 
and his Generals are personages en- 
tirely too elusive to be profitable sub- 
jects for the moving picture men who 
have bought the privilege of photo- 
graphing their movements. All’s quiet 
on the Rio Grande, and, for that mat- 
ter, in the capital, where HvuErtTa’s 
rule is undisturbed, the theatres are 
open, the trolley cars running, the bull 
fighters giving their Sunday exhibi- 
tions, and the people going about their 
business much as usual.

THE BUSINESS OF WAR. 

The Economist of London publishes 
some interesting facts in regard to 
the political. aid given by the British 
Government to British makers of war 
material in securing fat contracts 
from foreign Governments in prepa- 
ration for the hostilities which the 
British Government professes to abhor 
and to wish to prevent. For example, 
the Armstrong-Vickers group has ob- 
tained from the Ottoman {nistry of 
Marine a contract which is thus de- 
scribed: 

The Government instructs Messrs. 
AEMSTRONG and Vickers to proceéd 
with a radical reorganization of the 
arsenals and dockyard at the Golden 
Horn and. with the establishment of 
a naval base at Ismid, togéther with 

the installation of a floating dock 
capable of taking the largest units, 
The capital necessary for this enter- 
prise will be obtained by means of the 
flotation. of an Ottoman company, 
with a mixed Ottoman>and English 
Board, of Administration, the English 
Directors being in a majority. The 
company will be granted for a period 
of thirty Years the exclusive right of 
carrying out all naval repairs for the 
Ottoman Government, and will in turn 
undertake to reorganize the shipbuild- 
ing yards and workshops in such:a 
manner that at the end of twelve 
years: the dockyards at the Goltten 
Horn and Ismid will be capable of 
building hulls and engines of all types 
and all sizes. 

The capital is provided bythe con- 
cessionaires, and they are secured by 
a second mortgage of the tithes of 
the Province, of Sivas. The political 
bearing of the matter is intimated. by 
REUTER, who says that “the British 
“ proposals have won the day in spite 
“of strohg opposition from foreign 
“ Governments,” and, obviously, with 
the support of the British Govern- 
ment. “Turkey practically commits 
“herself entirely into the hands of 
“ Great Britain in the matter of naval 
“ development.” Whether squander- 
ing money on ships and docks is the 
best thing for a land hopelessly over- 
taxed, exhausted by war, industrially 
backward and feeble, and with a peo- 
ple on the verge of poverty in a coun- 


is a question that seems. not to in- 
terest the Premier who on the hustings 
deplores the “ huge’ diversion all over 
“the world of national wealth into 
“non-productive channels.” Turkey is 
diverting, not national wealth, but the 
daily bread of its subjects, into enter- 
prises, not non-productive alone, but 
destructive, and the Asquith Ministry 
is egging her on.

The same may be said of the Pro- 
fessor’s statement that Japan wishes 
and needs peace and not: war. Her 
position in the family of ‘nations is 
assured. She is, for a considerable 
time, secure from any probable ag- 
gression, and can make her security 
still firmer by the pursuance of a 
just and peaceful course of conduct. 
She has in many lines ample unde- 
veloped resources and a teeming 
population of great potential produc- 
tiveness and industrial energy. The 
problem of commercial and agricul- 
tural advance is a serious one, but 
the solution of it is promising. The 
tendency of her most sagacious 
statesmen is undoubtedly frankly and 
sincerely to reeognize these truths 
and to act accordingly. In our own 
case it is acknowledged that the Jap- 
anese Government has used its au- 
thority and its influence to discourage 
emigration to this country, and Dr. 
Sato thinks that it has even been 
too strict in its precautions. 

Of course, it-remains true that the 
path of the Government, however 
straight and however loyally followed, 
is not an easy one. There are jin- 
goes and agitators and wmischief- 
making demagogues in Japan as well 
as in other lands, including our own. 
The democratic sentiment is new and 
exciting. The mass of the people are 
unaccustomed to the study of public 
affairs and are tempted constantly 
to excesses. Old and established 
standards of authority on the one 
hand and of restraint and obedience 
on the other are necessarily more or 
less undermined and weakened. The 
work of the Government is by that 
much more arduous. It is plainly the 
duty of. all thoughtful Americans to 
raise no needless obstacles on this 
side of the Pacific. Reserving all 
our real rights and maintaining them 
fully, let us seek to co-operate with 
those in Japan who recognize them 
and would peacefully respect them.

It bids them go back and become honest,

Unfortunately, it has a third 
effect, which is to stop all lawlessness on 
the part of a particular cell, leaving it 
with a law-abiding appearance, but not 
actually taking out its tendencies to wick- 
edness. Such a cell, after a radium treat- 
ment has ceased, may become the focus for 

a new cancerous growth. The lesson of the 
use of radium, therefore, is that we must 
watch, watch, watch our cases—watch 
them through three or four years after 
the apparent cure has been effected, 

In this, of course, as in all analogy, 
there is an element of inaccuracy, and 
a carping critic might object to what 
he would call the anthropomorphizing 
of the cells—the ascription to them of 
qualities, and especially of purposes, 
which they certainly do not possess. 
But in a way exactly adapted to his 
auditors Dr. Keity did tell exactly the 
action of radium on cancer, and even 
added the needed warning as to the 
possible impermanency of apparent 
cures. 

His pretty fable, however, is capable 
of more than one interpretation, or, 
rather, it would serve more than one 
end.. Using a method of which the doc- 
tor Himself is fond, one interested in the 
present state of business might have 
found in it quite another application or 
interpretation. What Dr. Kutiy had in 
mind, such an interpreter might say, 
was the great corporations, and by ra- 
dium he meant the President, giving 
them the alternative of reformation or 
destruction, and not forgetting the pos- 
sibility of a reformation not wholly sin- 
cere! 

That theory of the passage would be 
amazingly plausible—to anybody who 
wanted to believe it. iy

DO WOMEN USE THE VOTE? 


Comparative Figures Show a Small 
Poll in Suffrage States. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

To the voters of the State of New 
Jersey will be submitted, in 1915, the 
important question of equal suffrage, 
and, no doubt, it will be necessary for 
the voters of other Eastern Statés to 
consider this question within the next 
few years. 

As-a voter I am, naturally, interested 
in this subject, but do-not wish to base 
my conclusion wholly upon the radical 
arguments advanced by the leaders of 
this movement, or upon the somewhat 
sentimental stateménts of their op- 
ponents. To my mind the proper atti- 
tude is to ask as to the success or fail- 
ure’ of equal suffrage in the States 
where it has been in operation a num- 
ber of years. If it is a success we need 
it; if not, we should refuse it. 

The first question is: What per cent. 
of women vote? In looking into this 
matter I note that my figures are so 
contrary to those advanced by our 
suffrage friends that, before proceed- 
ing further in my investigation, I should 
like the opinion of your readerg upon 
their comparative value. My figures 
are“based upon the census returns of 
1910, and élection returns of 1910 and 
1912. The only estimated figures are 
those’ covering the total population and 
male population for the year 1012. These 
figures are based upon the average fn- 
crease for the previous ten-year period, 
taking into consideration the ratio of 
males to females:

| To the Editor of The New York Times: 


that, the present system of taxing per- 
sonal property in. New York is inde- 
fensible from any point of view. To 
enforce the law as it stands upon the 
statute books is impracticable, and if 
the law could be enforced the result 
would be ruinous to the city and to the 
Accordingly, a practice has 
gtown up of taxing individuals upon 
their personal property largely accord- 
ing to. the arbitrary discretion of the 
Tax Commissioners. No doubt the Tax 
Commissioners “have assessed personal 
property as wisely and as fairly as they 
could under the circumstances; but the 
law has not been enforced, and, not- 
withstanding the best intentions of able 
Commissioners, much unfairness and 
injustice have resulted. 

There are many who believe that the 
best way of avoiding this unfair and 
undesirable situation is by abolishing 
altogether the taxation of personal prop- 
erty and by raising all the expenses of 
the City and State Governments by taxes 
upon real estatey except so far as they 
may be raised by indirect taxes, such as 
license fees, faxes upon inheritances, 
and so on. The adoption of such a 
course would be better than a con- 
tinuance of the present system; but 1 
Suggest that there is a still better 
course. 

Instead of imposing practically the en- 
tire burden of taxation upon real estate, 
part of the necessary expenses of 
Government should be raised by taxing 
the unproductive consumption of labor 
and capital. Such unproductive con- 
sumption of labor and capital by in- 
dividuals varies approximately, accord- 
ing to the value of the hottses and land 
Occupied by them,. and according to 
the number of servants employed by 
them for cdémfort, pleasure, or display. 
Therefore, the unproductive consumip- 
tion of labor and capital could be taxed 
with approximate equality by imposing 
upon every person a personal tax meas- 
ured by the value, in excess of a 
moderate exemption, of the house or 
houses and land occupied by him for 
comfort, pleasure, or display and by the 
number of. servants employed by him 
for similar purposes. The tax upon 
those living in apartments or in hotels 
should be fixed according to the rents 
they pay. The tax should be strictly 
a. personal tax, and . should apply 
equally to those occupying houses as 
owners or as lessees. It should not be 
transferable by a lessee to his land- 
lord. 

Such a tax would be in pursuance 
of a sound Governmental policy. It 
would not be a tax upon business, or 
upon savings; but’ it would be a tax 
upon unproductive consumption. It is 
just, and it is desirable that those who 
consume labor and capital without ben- 
efit to the community, or to: its  detri- 
ment, should bear a larger share of the 
expenses of Government than those who 
by their savings increase the wealth 
of the community and furnish produc- 
tive employment to labor. 

That expenditures of the rich for lux- 
uries or display benefit the masses by 
furnishing employment and by causing 
wealth to circulate is a fallacy. The 
servants of the rich and those who pro- 
duce luxuries for their consumption, or 
otherwise minister to their pleasure, as 
well as the idle rich themselves, must 
be — by the labor of the rest 
of the community. It is true that to 
Giminish luxury and display might 
cause temporary hardship to some of 
the people by depriving them of em- 
ployment, but the ultimate result would 
prove beneficial. to. the whole people. 

Such. taxation of the unproductive 
consumption’ of wealth would embody 
a sounder policy than taxation of for- 
tunes, or of incomes, merely on account 
of their size, without regard to their 
source or to their use, Undoubtedly, it 
is just and wise to raise the bulk of the 
necessary expenses of Government by 
taxes upon real estate and, upon the 
succession to wealth-by inheritance or 
by gift. It may perhaps also be just} >. 
and wise to raise part of the necessary 
expenses of Government by taxing the 
increase of land values due, not to im- 
provements, but to increase of popula- 
tion and to ihcreased needs of the com- 
munity. But the present system of 
taxing the mere ownership of personal 
property is neither just nor wise. A 
fairer and better plan would be to raise 
part of the necessary expenses of Gov-

PROF. SAMUEL A.BINION DIES 


Author of “Ancient Egypt” and 
Other Works, and Translator. 


Prof. Samuel Augustus Binion, au- 
thor, traveler and translator, died sud- 
denly of heart disease on Thursday | CHUF 
night at his home, 51 Charles Street. 
He was born at Suwalki, Poland, in 
1858. Prof. Binion worked until late 
Thursday afternoon to complete the 
manuscript of his last book, “A Dioc- 
tionary of Personal Proper Names and 
Their Derivation.” He was - stricken 
soon after he reached his home and 
died threq hours later. Prof. Binion 
was well known to the reading public 





“Quo Vadis” and “Fire and Sword.” 
Prof. Binion was educated at the Uni- 
versities of Breslau, Padua and at 
King’s College, London, and was later 
superintendent of schools in Seville, 
Spain. After his arrival in America 
he studied at Baltimore, where he was 
engaged in cataloging the works on 
Oriental languages in the Peabody Mu- 
seum. He was subsequently attached 
as a post graduate for several years to 
the Johns Hopkins University. In 1895 
he made a visit to San Francisco, 
and exposed the’forgery of a manu- 
script reputed to. have been written by 
Maimonides, a twelfth-century Jewish 
theologian and commentator, which 
Mayor Sutro had innocently purchased 
at an immense sum, it was said, with 
the intention of donating it to the city. 
Prof. Binion was a’ prolific writer. 
In 1899 he published a colossal book, 
“Ancient Egypt,” to which he had de- 
voted years of work. He was the du- 


thor of “The Baballah, ‘“‘Phyllanthog- 
raphy,” and was a contributor — tke

LORD ELECTRIC CO. LOSES. 


Appellate Division Reverses Judg- | be 
ment Against City for $27,489, 


The Appéllate Division reversed yes- 
terday a judgment for $27,489 against 
the City of New York in favor of the 
Lord Electric Company, one-of the con- 
tractors on the Manhattan Bridge. The 
suit divulged for the first time the exact 
cause of two spectacular fires which 
oceurred shortly before completion of 
the bridge and threatened to ruin the 
entire structure. The Lord Company 
had recovered the verdict after a suit 
against the city for withholding money 
due under a contract. The city pleaded 
in the lower court that it was justified 
in holding out the money under a clause 
ip the Lord Company’s contract requir- 
ing it to exercise due care in its own 
work that other work was not injured. 

The Lord Company had the contract 
not only for the lighting system on the 
new bridge, but also for the pavement 
of the roadway and the furnishing and 
erection of metal —2 — s and stairways.

The investment demand for securities 
continue to expand. It is not alone for 
short term obligations that inquiry is 
ele Many bond issues are shar- 
ing in ‘the improvement ‘which is re- 
flected not ,alone in advances in prices 
but, what is even more important, in 
the willingness ‘of the market to ab- 
sorb ‘a ‘very considerable amount of 
securities. Very directly, of course, 
this is connected with the noteworthy 
decline in money rates, a conditidn 
which, if not world-wide, is at least 
of broad international scope. Evidence 
that the tendency in rates is still down- 
ward was supplied yesterday. But 
this is not the-only source of the bet- 
térment which the investment market 
is showing. Expressions of increased 
confidence are being heard in ‘more 
than ‘one ‘important banking quarter, 
and enough investors, including both 
individuals. and institutions, are mak- 
ing inquiries in the market to create an 
atmosphere of more assurance among 
bond dealers: 

So far the stock —59 strictly speak- 
ing, has paid relatively little attention 
to the enlarged investment demand, but 
in a broad view of-the situation no one 
interested in the stock market can fail 
to find encouragement in an enlarged 
and enlarging inquiry for bonds. No 
better foundation could’ be laid for ul- 
timate improvement in the stock mar- 
ket than: would be afforded. by ‘the 
further expansion of the buying move- 
ment which, since the beginning of the 
year, has put an entirely different aspect 
upon the market for bonds. This is a 
condition. which has but to continue to 
simplify greatly the problem confront- 
ing the corporations which have ex- 
tensive financing to do within the 
next few moriths. But that is not 
the only important phase of this 
month, Another, as has already 
been suggested, is very clearly indi- 
cated in ‘the broadened demand for 
commerctal paper which continued to 
find reflection in a declining tendency 
in commercial discount rates. Sales of 
paper under 5 per cent. were less -ex- 
ceptional yesterday than they. had been 
the previous day. Time money for 
other usés was also easy, and call 
money on the Stock Exchange reflected 
the present abundance of funds. The 
outstanding feature of the actual money 
movement was ‘the very heavy in- 
flow of cash to New York from the 
interior. Estimates of the net gain 
since the last bank statement was com- 
piled ranged up to $25,000,000. All 
the factors in the case pointed toward 
a favorable return by the banks in to- 
day’s statement. Lower discount rates 
at London and a strong statement from 
the Imperial Bank of Germany were 
among the day’s contributions to the 
record of an improving monetary posi- 
tion. 

The stock market, closed at,some ad- 
vance after an. uncertain movement. 
A report that the negotiations for .a 
settlement of the anti-trust suit against 
the American Sugar Refining Company 
had been discontinued was without fur- 
ther unfavorable effect upon the stock 
of that company. In view of the news 
of the last few days and of the fact 
that the road’s Directors were in ses- 
Sion yesterday, keen interest was taken 
in the possibility of an early agree- 
ment. between the Government and the 
New Haven, but the day passed without 
defiriite indications of the exact status 
of the plan upon which the New Haven 
has been- working, to bring about an 
understanding with the Department of 
Justice. <A fairly sharp upturn in the 
securities of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way, including that road’s convertible 
bonds, was of interest as a _ reflec- 
tion of the improvement which the 
money and investment market changes 
of the last few days have brought 
about in the ‘position of the com- 
panies which have to provide for 
obligations maturing _ later in the 


year. Union Pacific had been held in 
some restraint by the belief that the 
claim of the road’s preferred stock- 
holders to a share in the distribution 
of Baltimore & Ohio would be asserted.
